BERLIN, Aug. 5 (AP)—A So- 
viet spokesman indicated today 
that Premier Bulganin is being 
left off the top-level team of 
Soviet visitors to East Germany 
this week because economic 
discussions will take the spot- 
light. 

The spokesman denied Bul- 
ganin was off the team because 
of illness. 

The explanation about the 
importance of economic affairs 
in the forthcoming Soviet-East 
German talks did not answer 
the question why Bulganin was 
being left home, however. 

The Embassy spokesman in 
East Berlin indicated in reply 
to questions that Deputy Pre- 
mier Anastas Mikoyan was sub- 
stituted for Bulganin because 
the talks will stress economic 
problems. 

Mikoyan is the leading eco- 
nomic expert among Russia’s 
top policy makers. 

Bulganin, meanwhile, con- 
tinued with his official duties 
as Premier of the U.S.S.R. The | 
Moscow radio reported he re- 
ceived a group of Japanese vis- 
itors today in the Kremlin. The 
report on his reception of the 
group—a Japanese council for 
the prohibition of atomic and 
hydrogen weapons—made no 
reference to the Western spec~

, It was noted that Bulganin 
also had failed to join Khrush- 
chev in a visit to Romania 
which it was learned last week- 
end had resulted in a new meet- 
jng with Yugoslav President 
Josip (Tito) Broz and a new

. lations. 

There has been speculation 
that Bulganin was not as forth- 
right as the party boss would 
have liked in supporting the 
recent Kremlin shakeup which 
shelved three party stalwarts, 
V. M. Molotov, Lazar Kagano- 
vich and Georgi ‘Malenkov. 

Moscow dispatehes noted that 
Bulganin kad appeared tired 
when he returned to Moscow re- 
cently from Czechoslovakia 
where he played a decidedly 
secondary role on the last “B 
and K” tour. Some Western 
diplomats here had speculated 
that the courtly, goateed 62- 
year-old Premier was not in the 
best of health, Hence the So- 
viet Embassy denial that Bul- 
ganin is being left off the tour 
for reasons of health.

NEW ENGLAND 
DROUTH IS LAID 
TO JET STREAMS 


The protracted drouth in the 
northeastern United States has 
been caused by the same high- 
altitude atmospheric jet streams 
which produced normal or 
above-normal rainfall in the 
Middle West, Meteorologist 
George N. Brancato said today. 
Jet streams, themselves in- 
fluenced by heat and, energy 
from the sun, are wide bands 
of air which move generally in 
an easterly direction around the 


earth at altitudes above 20,000 
feet. 

When a stream is oriented 
to the south—from northwest 
to southeast—the weather be- 


low likely will be fair and 
dry, Brancato said. When the 
jet stream direction is south- 
west to northeast, moisture and 
warmth can be expected at the 
surface. 

The New England drouth was 
broken yesterday by rain which 
fell in- most sections. Rhode 
Island got its first general rain- 
fall since April 9, and 3.2 inches 
fell on Cape Cod. 


A shift in the directidn of the 
jet stream doubtless is to be 
thanked for the beneficial rains, 
Brancato said.

He said in a statement after

| business, especially small busi- | 
| ness. 

“In addition, the consequent | 
lag in revenue has required 
higher federal debt which will 
cost taxpayers billions of dol- 
lars in interest.” 

The committee voted to limit 
'any new fast tax write-off cer- 
tificates, starting today, to new 
and specialized items of mili- 
tary equipment bought by the 
Defense Department or Atomic 
Energy Commission. On Dec. 
31, 1959, the program would 
be shut down entirely. 

A new defense item is de- 
fined in the bill as one “for 
the production of goods for 
which existing productive facili- 
ties are unsuitable because of 
newness or of specialized de- 
fense features. 

Under the fast tax write-off | 
program, a company receiving a | 
‘certificate may write off against | 
its federal taxes the cost of any 
new facility in five years in- 
stead of the much longer period 
—20 or more years—normally | 
required. | 

Critics of the program gen- | 
erally agreed it was useful in | 
both war efforts, but said it was | 
continued far too long after the | 
end of the Korean war in 1953. 

President Eisenhower and | 
former Secretary of the Treas- | 
ury George M. Humphrey both 
have generally indorsed the ob- | 
jectives of Byrd's amendment. 

The House bill to which the 
tax write-off provision was at- 
tached was approved by the 
committee. It provides for the 
handling of tax payments on 
damage awards in fraud cases. |

The charge was made by Rep- 
resentative John E. Moss (Dem.), 
California, who said his House 
Government Operations subcom- 
mittee on information plans a 
thorough investigation. 

He also disclosed he had sent 
a sharply worded letter to Com- 
merce Secretary Sinclair Weeks 
protesting against the Com- 
merce Department’s apparent 
lack in interest in the data. 

Moss said the United States 
receives about 20,000 Russian 
documents a year under an in- 
formational exchange program. 
He said the “vast bulk” of 
these, many containing the lat- 
est Russian findings in such 
subjects as physics and mathe- 
matics, “have not been trans- 
lated and the average scientists 
and business men are unaware 
of their existence.” 


Most of the Russian scientific 
journals and papers are sent 
directly to the Library of Con- 


»gress here which published a 


monthly list of “Russian acces- 
sions.” Many scientists and 
business firms do not even 
know of the list’s existence. 


The library translates the 
titles and tables of contents in 
its list, and on rare requests 
will ship the documents to uni- 
versity libraries. 


Under “technology” headings 
in the June list, for example, 
184 titles were carried. Nine 
of the documents were picked 
up by the Agrieulture Depart- 
ment for its library. The rest 
are still on Library of Congress 
shelves—untranslated. They in- 
clude such subjects in applied 
science as oil drilling, thermal 
processes in heat-treatment fur- 
maces and jet planes.

Cheaper Missiles. 

Last week authoritative 
sources disclosed that the Army 
quietly had developed a 600- 
mile ballistic missile. The Army 
was said to be seeking to dem- 
onstrate its ability to provide 
cheaper missiles for shorter 
range targets to avoid consum- 
ing more expensive Jupiters 
or Thors. 


Army sources proudly assert- 
ed the 600 mile missiles, 
powered by liquid fuel en- 
gines, were new in their in- 
strumentation, containing major 
advances as well as refinements 
over existing missiles. How- 
ever; it was conceded that the 
guidance system and other 
parts were developed in other 


programs. 

What seemed puzzling was 
that the missiles had been de- 
veloped in the midst of one of 
the severest economy crack- 
downs. Army as well as other 
military officials had been com- 
plaining they did not have 
enough money for known pro- 
grams.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP). 
HE armed services have been 
T accused of wasting money in 
| * pbuilding officers’ quarters, 
barracks and other structures. 
The charge was contained in 
a report by staff investigators 
for the House Appropriations 
Committee. The committee made 
public the investigators’ find- 
ings yesterday as part of the 
record of hearings on defense 
financing. 
The investigators said the Air 
Force wants to air-condition 
personnel quarters and to pro- 
vide private baths. 

‘Elaborate in Layout.’ 
They said the Air Force has 
designed officers’ quarters 
“which are much more elabo- 
rate and expensive in layout 
and treatment than those pre- 
viously constructed.” 

The Army and Navy also 
were included in the investiga- 
tors’ complaints concerning in- 
creased use of such features as 
brick facings, aluminum win- 
dows, fireplaces, maple dance 
floors and window canopies. 
The investigators cited what 
they said were examples that 
“not only illustrate departure 
from austerity, but also describe 
instances of waste or the use 
of unnecessary construction fea- 
tures.” 

Representative Harry R. Shep- 
pard (Dem.), California, said 
the staff report backs up re- 
peated complaints that the mili- 
tary services will, as he put it, 
“spend every dollar they per- 
sonally can.”

Mahon, one of the chief archi- 
tects of the measure, said it 
should be ample with prudent 
management. He said Congress 
simply decided fhe President’s 
original $36,128,000,000 figure 
was not a “peril point” request.

Senator Walter F. George's career of 34 years 
in the United States Senate was a mixture of two 
extremes. The lawyer from Vienna, Ga., in the 
early years of his political life was a spokes- 
man for the special interests of privately owned 
utilities. Throughout his life he stood on the 
conservative, sometimes the reactionary, side in 
domestic affairs. 

It was in the field 6f international relations 
that Walter George showed his best statesman- 
ship and gave his best service to the American 
people. He was a symbol and a working force 
for bipartisan foreign policy in the Senate, like 
another contradictory figure in that same body, 
the late Senator Vandenberg of Michigan, iso- 
lationist turned internationalist. 

Lend-lease was one of the decisive factors in 
World War II, and Senator George made it his 
particular responsibility. It is consistent with 
the paradox of his career that he stood so close 
to President Franklin D. Roosevelt in this mat- 
ter, yet so far away in domestic policies that 
Roosevelt tried to defeat his re-election in the 
famous and unsuccessful 1938 “purge” of op- 
ponents. 

Senator George served on two of the most 
powerful committees in Congress—Foreign Re- 
lations, of which he was twice chairman, and 
Finance, which wrote the tax bills during 
World War II and the Korean War. 

Some of his most distinguished service came 
near the end of his career. At a time when 
Secretary Dulles was ‘opposed to high-level 
peace talks, Senator George publicly called for 
them—and the 1955 Geneva conference was a 
result. At his death he was President Ejisen- 
hower’s special Ambassador to NATO. It will 
be a long while before the influence of his 
long and vigerous career will cease to be felt.

French Door Troubles. 
RENCH doors are great 
things to have when they 
are working properly. When 

they don’t work properly you 
get to wishing that they'd all 
go back where they came 
from. 

Sometimes you can’t close 
French doors because the doors 
seem to be too big for the open- 
ing and just won't fit tight shut. 
This is usually caused by the 
wood of the doors having ex- 
panded and this expansion is 
due to moisture. If you keep 
the doors well painted, especial- 
ly the edges, they won't dbsorb 
moisture. If the doors have ex- 
panded because of moisture, it’s 
best to just sit back and walt 
for a spell of warm dry weather. 
This should shrink them back 
to their normal size. If it 
doesn’t, then take down the 
doors, remove the hinges and 
carefully plane enough wood 
off the hinge side so they can 
be closed. 

The other trouble’ with 
French doors is that they fit too 
loose. Sometimes the fit is so 
bad that when they are closed 
together you can see light 
through the crack between 
them. If the crack is not too 
great you can correct matters 
by fastening a thin strip of 
wood molding or trim to one 
of the doors so that the trim 
will overlap the crack when the 
doors are closed.

ends Are Good Dressers 


Conformity to Current Styles Is Their Guide—Only a Few Link Delinquents With Extreme Garb

This is the second of two 
articles describing the fads 
and fancies of the 1957 teen- 
aged boy and girl and their 
attitudes toward their own 
behavior. The articles are 

on surveys made by the 
Youth Research Institute, a 
marketing and opinion re- 
search firm, specializing in 
the youth field. 


RESENT day teen-age cloth- 

ing getting a severe dressing 

down from grownups. 
Clothes don’t make the man, 
but a lot of mothers and fa- 
thers feel some sprucing up is 
in order as far as young peo- 
ple are concerned. The growing 
vogue is to parallel sloppy 
youthful apparel and juvenile 
misbehavior and delinquency. 

And yet, amidst all of the 
shouting, it is doubtful if any 
previous generation of young 
people valued appearance s0 
highly as do contemporary teen- 
agers. What gives? How does 
youth regard this obviously 
paradoxical situation? 

Most youngsters approve of 
teen garb. Seventy-two per cent 
of the boys and 54 per cent of 
the girls queried consider their 
friends “good dressers.” To 
most teens, a “good dresser” is 
one adhering to current styles 
and fashions in their age 
bracket. 

Agreement on teen duds, how- 
ever, is not uniform among the 
wearers. One out of three girls 
and one-fourth of the boys be- 
lieve their colleagues are at- 
tracting criticism primarily be- 
cause they are overdoing their 
casual impulses. 

“Some of the kids are car- 
rying this clothes thing too 
far,” noted a 17-year-old San 
Francisco youth. “They do it 
for kicks but adults don’t un- 
derstand. Boys a bang out 
of walking around in tight jeans 
and boots. It makes them feel 
important. A few do it and 


we're all marked lousy.” 


Thirty-one per cent of the 
teen-agers we questioned allied 
themselves with parents in con- 
demning the vagaries of youth- 
ful toggery. They feel that 
sloppy and careless dressers are 
prone to get into mischief. Only 
13 per cent, however, would go 
so far as to say a direct link 
existed between extreme dress 
and delinquency. 

“Many delinquents are excep- 
tionally good dressers, real 
dudes,” was a comparatively 
common retort. 

From other evidence we have 
gathered, it would seem youth 
has a case. Our observations 
on the nation’s college cam- 
puses show that girl students 
put up a decidedly unkempt day- 
by-day appearance. Girls who 
have proved themselves schol- 
astically and are generally con- 
sidered leaders could easily 
challenge most sloppily-dressed 
teens in a disheveiment sweep- 
stakes. And yet nobody has 
pointed to the nation’s colleges 
as breeders of delinquency be- 
cause of this. 

Conformity is a top factor 
in youthful support of their 
standards of dress. One of the 
most powerful instincts moti- 
vating youth today rests in find- 
ing a comfortable niche amidst 
the solid phalanx of their class- 
mates and others their age—to 
belong, to conform, to dress and 
act alike. They’re proud of 
this sameness. It’s the avenue 
to group acceptance and more 
friends. 

Most of the excitement con- 
cerning youthful attire centers 
around blue jeans, dungaree or 
motorcycle jackets, garrison 


belts, engineer boots and the. 


like. Combinations of such 
haberdashery affected by some 
teens, topped by duck-tail and 
pompadour haircuts, get adults 
shaking their heads in despair. 

Wearing casual clothing at 
the wrong time and overdoing 
it is the big problem, young 
people concur, but they resent 
the thought of adult dictation. 

This means that attempts to 
improve over-all dress must be 
worked out on a_ voluntary 
basis, with teen-age representa- 
tives setting the ground rules 
with adult guidance. School 
principals dictating specific 
dress run the risk of severe 
after-school reactions, which is 
self-defeating. 

While girls steadfastly oppose 
parent’s efforts to interfere 
with their clothing s, 61 
per cent feel that schools should 
forbid the wearing of ultra- 
casual and sloppy attire. Thirty- 
four per cent disagree. 

Few schools now sanction 
girls appearing in jeans, slacks, 
shorts or Bermuda shorts, Indi- 
vidual teachers, who are in a 
position to exercise clothing 
censorship, have always been 
cool towards girls wearing high 
heels, tight skirts and sweaters, 
V-neck sweaters and low-cut 
dresses. 

The nation’s educators are 
uniformly of the persuasion that 
better dressed pupils are na- 
i MS nt cng the 

t g 
dress in school will improve the 
over-all appearance of the sur- 
roundings and will benefit 
everybody. In contrast, 65 per 
cent of teen-age boys are op- 
posed to academic regulation of 


dress. 

Eight out of 10 boys and 65 
per cent of the girls feel that 
teen-agers should be allowed to 
wear their hair any way they 
want — ducktail, pompadour, 
brush, ponytail and other varia- 
tions. 

From previous surveys it 
would appear that most stu- 
dents dress well in school. The 
favorite get-up for school-going 
boys is slacks, a sport shirt 
and regular shoes. The excep- 
tions, as ig often the case, are 
responsible for the stir. 

Ivy League styling, accenting 
pleatless trousers with buckle 
in back, has caught fire among 
youths. Various forms of slacks, 
such a chinos, black denims and 
shiny colors are extremely 
popular.

Feit PER CENT of the teen 
girls interviewed say they 
wear jeans to class, but 88 

per cent reported attending in 

either sweaters or blouses with 
skirts as regular school garb. 

Dresses and jumpers rate next. 

And lots of petticoats is the 

word. 

Youngsters are inclined to 
dress ultra-casually on informal 
dates. For roller skating, bowl- 
ing, visiting friends, driving or 
going to the movies boys lean 
to jeans, chinos, black denims 
and sport shirts. 

Twenty-eight per cent of the 
boys did say, however, that they 
wear a sport coat whenever 
they go out with a girl. 

Only 14 per cent of the girls 
say they wear jeans on a date. 
The majority customarily wear 
a skirt and blouse or sweater. 
Sixty-two per cent of all girls 
says they disapprove of going 
on a date with a boy who is 
wearing jeans or otherwise 
sloppily attired. 

By way of turning the tables 
on parents, 59 per cent of the 
girls we interviewed in a fash- 
fon survey late last year gave 
their mothers a low score on 
the subject of personal dress 
and style consciousness. And 
63 per cent of all boys and 
girls think dad is far from a 
smart dresser. 

Some teen girls in a Detroit 
high school reecntly came to 
class with tape measures. It 
seems they had a contest to see 
who could subtract the most 
inches and shed. the most 
weight in a month, the prize 
being a “skyscraper,” a sundae 
of gigantic dimensions. 

In a few weeks we received 
word that a group of Los An- 
geles girls were doing the same 
thing, and a little later the fad 
was reported in New Orleans, 
La., and had crept to Dallas, 
Tex. 

Four years ago we noted that 
Midwestern youths would go 
into mourning after flunking 
an exam. This usually con- 
sisted of wearing a black tie or 
arm band. By way of memorial- 
izing the Grace Kelly-Prince 
Ranier wedding, New York 
girls used the expression “leav- 
ing for Monaco” to identify 
friends getting engaged or mar- 
ried. Some still use it. 

College students refer to a 
small allowance from home as 
a “low-calorie diet.” 
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OYS and girls have various 

methods of letting the world 

around them know their ro- 
mantic status. In 1949 girls 
wore dog collars and different 
colored ribbons around their 
ankles to denote dating situa- 
tions. It was a popular fad 
across the nation. 

Now girls accomplish the 

same objectives by wearing 
various colored ribbons in their 
ponytails. If a school dance is 
coming up, girls sporting a blue 
ribbon are available for dating, 
pink ribbons indicate the young 
lady is spoken for and spares 
boys the embarrassment of ask- 
ing and getting a turndown. A 
black ribbon signifies a girl is 
not dated as yet but imminent- 
ly expects to be. 

We hear of girls wearing op- 
posite colored loafers to let 
everyone know they’re going

A letter-writing fad we came 
across three years ago still per- 
sists in some parts of the na- 
tion. Girls, 12 to 16 years old, 
write five and six page letters 
to their friends every night on 
the subject of parents, school, 
boys, records, movies and other 
girl friends. The next day they 
slip the completed missive to 
their friend.

HENEVER we have a sum- 

mer heat wave, there are 

sure to be questions from 
readers about the problems of 
how to plan meals_ without 
“heating” foods. There seems 
to be a theory which lingers on 
from generation to generation 
that certain foods actually over- 
heat us during digestion. 


This is, of course, a false 
premise. From every food we 
eat, energy, that might be in- 
terpreted as heat, results, Even 
protein, which we must have for 
repairing our muscles from 
everyday wear and tear, and 
during childhood for the devel- 
opment of our bodies, will sup- 
ply energy. This is expensive 
to use for this purpose. That is 
the reason—at least, one of the 
reasons—a varied diet with ce- 
reals, sugars and fats is pract- 
tical as well as appetizing. 


We have naturally developed 
a formula for menus with meat, 
fish, eggs or cheese as a main 
dish. This will be supplemented 
by vegetables and fruits that 
give us minerals and vitamins, 
and by cereal in the form of 
bread to supply us with energy 
for our activities and, incident- 
ally, to give us some protein, 
some minerals and some vita- 
mins when enriched, as most of 
our breads and cereals are to- 
day,

enjoy light, cool foods that 
scem to satisfy our jaded ap- 
petites, which, during a hot 
spell, need pampering. 

Cantaloupe With Sherbet 


Halve chilled cantaloupe and 
scoop out seeds. Fill each half 
with lemon or raspberry sher- 
bet. Garnish with sprigs of 
mint, or pour cream de menthe 
over sherbet. 

Jellied Pineapple and 
Cucumber Salad 


One envelope unflavored gel- 
atine; one-quarter cup cold wa- 
ter; one and one-half cups boil- 
ing water; two tablespoons 
sugar; one-half teaspoon salt; 
two teaspoons tarragon vinegar; 
one cup canned crushed pine- 
apple; one cup diced cucumber; 
two tablespoons minced onion, 


Soften gelatine in cold water, 
and dissolve in boiling water, 
Add sugar, salt, and vinegar, 
and mix well.
